The day chosen- was one corn- 


memorable in the c.ustoms of New 
Spain. It was the feast of the Most 
Holy Trinity. The rites of church and 
the pomp of state combined to make 
auspicious the event, for the mission 
president commanded and the king 
paid aU expenses. 


It was no hasty adventure of the 


Franciscan friars which led them to 
the historic spot. For several years 
the soldiers of the king1 had explored 
the great region surrounding San 
Francisco hay. Don Pedro de Allerni 
had 
reported 
to the 
Marquis of 


Branclforte, viceroy and 
governor- 


general of New Spain, that he had 
traversed from the mission at Monte- 
rey northward, on both sides the

James Alexander 
Forbes was 
living.. 


Forbes was tlfe son of tho James Alex- 
ander Forbes^ who was British vice- 
consul here at tho time of the first 
American occupation, and who was sup- 
posed to have been working In favor of 
English occupation. Forlxes came to this 
city at a very early day, nnd he was tho 
author of one of tho first books written 
on California. 
Tie married one of the 


Gallndos, a family prominent in tho early 
history of the state. 
Tho son was a 


scholarly man with a keen recollection 
of the events of his boyhood in San 
Francisco. 
Now he was asked by my 


friend the attorney if he knew the Origin 
of the name of our Mission hills which 
appeared on the map.

"Clioco" had no meaning that lie know 
of save the Spanish dictionary meaning— 
the younpr of a cuttlefish.

WHEN BLOSSOMS COAT SARATOGA IX WIITTR. SCEX13 NEAR HOME OP SENATOR PHEIiAN. 


(Special Correspondence of The Tribune.) 


SARATOGA. March 11.—I came down 


herfi under the Impression tbat .1 knew 
wlipre Oaklfiml was, but that was a mis- 
take. There is only ous way to locate 
Oakland, and thai is by a map which the 
Saratoga Improvement Association Is get- 
ting out. This bhou's that the city afore- 
suld la fifty and Borne-tenths miles from 
Saratoga. 
Considering- Faratoga aa tho 


new Hub of the Universe, San Francisco 
has a little the better of Its rival across 
the bay, but ft Is a' very little. The two 
towns are almost equi-distant from the 
center of things. And there are good 
roads from both of them leading right Into 
the Hub, accommodating spokes, as It 
were, along- which automobiles may run 
without bumping the bumps. The road 
from Oakland pa-sses through tho village 
of Ban Jose, which IB one of the most 
populous suburbs of Saratoga. You may 
look right down on It from the Saratoga 
foothills, and that reminds me of the pur- 
pose of ray pilgrimage. 


If you should look, down from those 


foothills ft few days from now you would 
Bee one of the loveliest sights that IE to 
be found In nil the world. It Li easily 
worth a trip across the continent. It Is 
said that there are mora than S.000.000 
prune trees In thfl valley, and soon those 
trees will be a mass of blossoms. 


DIDX'T COUNT THEM. 


I have not undertaken to verify the 


figures by counting the trees, but T know 
that there are miles of them, and I know 
that the view far surpasses anything else 
of the sort within my experience. I have 
seen apple orchards in the East that woro 
a joy to tho beholder when they decked 
themselves -wlth-thelr spring,flowers, but 
by comparfson with this grand sweep of 
prune trees they were like HO many little 
house gardens compared with a great 
public park. The mass of creamy white 
stretches out as If (t were a limitless flea 
of flowers, and It happens that the Hub 
of the Universe actually Is tho natural 
center of the blossom festival. 


There ore many splendid points of ob- 


servation in the surrounding hills, euch as 
the country home of Senator Phelan! 


From one of them, which is the heart of 
the largest prune orchard In the world, 
tho spectator may drive' through many 
acres of ilia sweet-scented trees all hi 
bloom and' glance out from, among them 
upon iho millions of their kind in the 
valley below. 


1 am reporting what I say, not on In- 


formation and belief, but from the direct 
testimony of my own eyes. I have been 
here when the flowers came out upon 
tho dark trees as If by magic, and It is 
certain that the miracle will be per- 
formed aguln. 
The Saratoga. Improve- 


ment Association, which makes a spe- 
cialty of watching miracles, sets the date 
for Starch IS. and that Is the time of 
the blossom festival, to which it invites 
the inhabitants of the hamlets on the bay 
and of tho United States In general, and 
of all countries which are not too busy 
with wars to look on such a peaceful 
scene. 


NO SPEECHES. 


To some cf us one of the greatest In- 


ducements of this festal gathering Is the 
fact that no public speaking- Is to be al- 
lowed. Except when I Bjn compelled by 
the severe duties of journalism, I myself 
never listen to a public fipeoch. I prefer 
to run the other way, Instead. They say 
hero that they are getting back, to first 
principles, in not using- the festival as an 
advertisement for orators. Blossom (lay 
had Its origin in tho enthusiasm of a 
philanthropic 
clergyman 
who 
wanted 


everybody, far and near, to enjoy nature's 
great show aa he\ did. It is maintained 
now as a purely benevolent Institution, 
which brings in nothing whatever to the 
vast majority of those who support It 
except the pride they feel In the un- 
equaJed panorama that the neighborhood 
affords: 
Therefore, they want, first of 


all, that visitors should see tho.sight that 
renews their-own enthusiasm every year, 
and they are prepared to take as many 
of them as they can in automobiles to 
the best points of observation. 


A fitting attraction very appropriate to 


tlie festival will be a series of songs by 
a large chorus from the College of tho 
Pacific under tho direction of Dean War- 
ren D. Allen of the musical department. 


Another featum equally fitting: and as 
pleasing hi Us way will be a floral drill 
by school children. Then for thoae who 
like them there will be athletic sports, 
the whole making up a gonulnti out-of- 
doors program. Surely It la not a sad 
thought that there will be no gesticulat- 
ing figure-heaving hard on his lungs to 
throw a word ten feet and knowing that 
he- resembles a good little boy in being 
seen and not heard. 


ROADS A.TUE GOOD. 
A word in conclusion to auiomobillsts. 


Saratoga, which is the gateway to the 
Big Baain, really Is the Hub also. The 
roads from San Francisco and San Jose 
cross here, one going to Los Gatos and 
so on over tho mountains to Santa Crua, 


j and the other to the Basin. It Is a fact, 
furthermore, that all the roads will have 
lino cement aaphsltum' pavements within 
a short time laid down by the county, 
but the work is not done and Is begun 
only In part. 
Oakland drivers coming 


through Ban Jose ahould turn off. from 
the Stevens Crock: road into tho State 
highway for Los Gate's, because Saratoga 
avenue is torn up for road work now.

What do you know of Japanese- art. 


an art that flourished In the little island 
empire when the north of Europe was 
peopled with hairy 
barbarian 
hordes? 


An art that was old when Christopher 
Columbia discovered America? And in- 
cidentally an art that has since exerted 
a powerful inffuence on the artistic ex- 
pression of the Occidental world? 


Rather Indifferent about it? 
Colorless, grotesque, vague, hard to 


appreciate, and all that? 
Then "come with me for a walk along 


the lake this spring morning, and fill 
your soul with the- spirit of the blue 
water, the encircling hills, the prasa, the 
trees that were a Sabbath salute to 
Heaven. 
Now you are In the modo to approach 


Japanese art—unless forsooth you lose It 
dodging street cans, motor cars, motor- 
cycles and undertakers' wasoim getting 
over to the Art Gallery in the Civic 
Auditorium. 
Having negotiated It, here we fire In 


the midst of one of the finest small col- 
lections of Japanese art in the country. 
And here is our chance to acqulro at 
least a few of the foundamentals of this 
age-old art that liaa been for fifteen cen- 
turies .a vital part of the national" life 
of the Nipponese. 
The pictures of this collection were 


gathered together by Mr. Cnrjel. who 
for many years lived In Japan, and who 
hod access to the art treasures of the 
empire before iliscernlnp foreigners had 
made auch heavy inroads 
upon 
them. 


Tlie collection has been 
considerably 


larger, but a process of critical elimina- 
tion has left wliat hangs before us. 


To us of- the colorful west, with the 


rugged essentials of life only one gen- 
eration behind us, 
the room 
at first 


glance looks gray and cold and un- 
sympathetic. But look again. 
Here la a typo of art that has a legiti- 


mate claim upon our attention. 
It has 


proven Its virility through the centuries, 
expressing tho thoughts and highest HS- 
piratlons of'a nation. Shall wo not be- 
stow upon It at least as much thought as 
we give to PIcabia, Plgasso, (with others 
of Inquiring mind, I spent a disastrous 
half-hour 1n the Palace of Arts with a 
patient decent trying to locate the head 
and the heels of Picabia's "Dancers" hi 
-•oom 23. south wing—failed miserably) 
and oven of the lees mad painters like 
Kuhn, Prendergast, 
McFee, 
ITartman, 


"Weber, Sheeler, and tho rest that are 
shouting and crowding to be heard, .and 
arc heard? 


What a transition from their noise and 


riot to the dignity, simplicity nnd re- 
finement of the Hokosai in this quiet 
room, for Instance, where he gives us 
"The Courteflan." 
Exquisite, this mod- 


ern bit, even from the layman's view- 
point. From the critical angle, his utter 
disregard for non-essentials invokes a 
benediction. Hokosai, we aro told in an 
enlightening footnote, was discovered by 
foreigners, growing1, in the affections of 
his people as his art developed. He laid 
down his brush in 1849 at the age of 
89. 


JAPANESE ART CANONS. 


Quoting roughly from Henry Bowie, 


foremost Occidental - authority, on Ori- 
ental art, these canons an laid down are 
followed by all artists of the I-and of tha 
Rising Sun. although there are many 
schools, and many diverse leaders. "In 
Japanese* painting there are four jirln- 
ciplcs which may bo considered "funda- 
mentally controlling. One refers to ' the 
brush, another to the 'black- pigment, 
tho third to living movement, and the 
fourth is called kiln, or spiritual move- 
ment." 
In the matter, of the brush, hV.is es- 


sential that every stroke shall tell, that 
It shall be sure and true. There Is ho 
fumbling here. 
The artist must know 


what he wants before he begins, and 
having begun, he must finish the stroke, 
or destroy his picture. Even this is true 
of the itinerant Japanese artists who 
sometimes are 
found 
painting post- 


cards and little pictures In shops. 
I 


have often observed them. 
Again to 


quote Mr. Bowie: "The trained eye de- 
tects at once whether or not the paint- 
ing has been 
executed with 
brush 


strength which Is attained only by a free 
arm, the brush held perpendicularly and 
the sentiment of force invoked when the 
stroke Is made. 
:In this connection is 


tho consecrated expression in Oriental 
art. 
The movement of the brush stroke 


must have the power of the dragon." 
How valuable this -canon Is to Occi- 


dental painters is obvious, even when 
liberally translates 
' Tho second principle relates to 
the 


medium, 'the black pigment, or suml, 
which, for lack of a better term to call 
India ink. 
.-This pigment, or Ink is mn.de from the 
soto of certain seeds and 
plants 
and 


metted deerhorn, moat carefully pre- 
pared. 
It- is capable of rendering ef- 


fects from the deepest black 
to the 


luminosity of 
the 
subtlest 
sunshine. 


This phase of artistic 
law concerns 


western painters rather less than the 
others, except Insofar as it reiterates 
the need' of the painter's deciding In 
advance what effects ho seeks. Again 
there is no hesitation, no retouching. 
And we might add, no artistic-accidents. 


The third Jaw establishes tho principle 


that a picture must be painted so as to 
reproduce the essential nature o( the 
thing represented. 
On this point Mr. 


Howie says: 
"In order, that this he 


possible the artist must discipline him- 
self to feel what he reproduces. The 
eye, the hand, 
the soul 
must 
all be 


trained. 
He must Induce within him- 


self certain states of consciousness cor- 
responding with the subject of his pic- 
ture." 
i 
Now that canon should be printed and 


hung up In every art school in the coun- 
try. It' is the fundamental 
psychology 


of picture-making. One might go further 
and suggest its oculnr presence in the 
studio. Might it not avert the avalanche 
of tame, characterless pictures that me- 
chanics turn out by the mile? And that 
a defenseless public must Mook 
upon? 


ICven those of us blessed with fleeting 
memories cannot obliterate visions of 
exhibitions where whole walls were given 
over to Inane, voiceless pictures In won- 
derful frames. 


Illustrating 
this point of law, 
Mr. 


Bowie goes on to say: "If a forest tree 
be the theme, at the moment ot paint-

While contemplating 
these powerful 


old landscapes, it might be well to re- 
member that they were executed over a 
century before landscape painting existed 
In Europe—that is, for its own sake.

wlille nature was copied more or less 
truthfully, there was then no thought 
of studying atmospheric effects or of 
light effects for their own beauty and 
sentiment, as the Japanese were doing. 
The creator

foundly impressed his times, founding a

spirits, 


known as tha Kano school. 


Then there Is a very rare kakemono 
by SesEOu, pupil of Besshlu, a genius of 
his day.

Lest you suspect that th$ March ex- 


position at the Oakland Art Gallery la 
exclusively Oriental—and It's Just POT-: 
eible you are not strong on that—let 
me- commend you to the water-color ex- 
hibition of Carl Oscar BOrg. 
Many of 


us have been following with Interest the 
development 
of 
this 
versatile young 
painter, tracing our Interest to a col- 
lection of his pictures shown a year or 
two after the tire in the Hel&esen gal- 
lery. San Francisco. 


This same Mr. Helgesen. by the way, 
has launched 
more 
promising; young 
palmers—Californians. born or adopted 


•than all the commercial traffickers In 


pictures in 
the -west 
together. He 
possesses a keen discernment and once 
having discovered "qualities'* In an as- 
pirant, he becomes the ardent 
friend, 


guide and promoter—using the word in 
Ha beat sense. We owe our Initial ac- 
quaintance 
with Bruce Nelson, Armln 


Hanson, Clarence HInklo and a dozen 
other highly promising young painters 
to his discernment and his enthusiastic 
faith In their future. 


But to Carl Oscar Borgr. 
"When we first met him. ho wfl? -work- 


Ing In oils, treating 
his subjects.- In 
rather somber fashion, but showins a good 
knowledge of the canons of his craft. 
He came'up at about • the time of. tho 
passing of the "Gray" school In Califor- 
nia, when every subject from a red rose 
to an autumnal sunset had to be "grayed 
down." Whether the painter aaw the rose 
or the sunset through a gray mlat .was 
entirely beside the Question. It waa the 
form of art expression then set down as 
srthodox. But young Bors got away about 
this time, 
to Paris, down Into 


Egypt, over- into Russia, spending much 
time In Italy and thenco back to Paris. 


Here he went to work with the rich 


notes garnered from his wanderings, and 
G. canvas was hung in the salon Just be- 
fore tho war. But with the Germans 
marching on to Paris, painting pictures 
was no man's work, and the California!!, 
with the rest of his confreres, hung up 
their caps and blouses, and hundreds of 
Frenchmen rushed, off to join the colors. 
Young: IJorg came home as soon as pos- 
sible and the work, interrupted so trag- 
ically, has, as you will see, been pur- 
sued .with vigor. 
^ 
In this presentation of his work, tha 
artist has vised water colors In sixty 
pictures. And let it -be said that In his 
new medium—that is. new to most of 
us—ire has lost nothing of the strength 
secured by tho heavier pigment. Note No. 
39, "The Citadel," Cairo. From view- 
points of both layman and painter, this Is 
a notable little picture. Then ha makes 
the vbest uae possible of his current 
medium in obtajning delicate effects In 
color and treatment, as In No. 47, "Villa 
D'Este" (TIvoII). 


Altogether, the collection Is charming 


nnd you cannot afford to miss it—that Is, 
If your tastes haven't been Charley Chap- 
linlaed through the offices of some noisy-

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EARL'S SELECTIONS DUBBED 


"THE GREAT WESTERN TICKET" 


REPUBLICANS SIDETRACKED 


ALL THE NOTED WARHORSES 


AN FRANCISCO, March 11.— 


A matter of casual interest to 
those who connect up men 
and events, and are given-to- 
figuring out the inwardness 
of things, is the Great West- 
ern Power Co. flavor that 
has been imparted to the Earl 
ticket of delegates to the Na- 
tional Republican Convention. 
They are referring to it as 
the "Great Western Power 


ticket." Earl himself is the attorney for the Great 
Western Power Co., with offices, if not connected, 
at least adjacent. Alden Anderson is the president 
of the Central California Traction Company, distri- 
buting corporation for the Western Power Company. 
George W. Peltier is a vice-president of this same 
company. P. M. Longan of Visalia .is the general 
manager of the Mt. Whitney Power Company, a John 
Hays Hammond concern that is sympathetic if not 
allied. John A. Bi-itton is president of the Pacific 
Gas & Electric Company, which is a very- close rela- 
tion of the Western Power Company. Mortimer 
Fleishhacker of the Earl executive committee is 
president of and on'they directorate of the Western 
Power Company of New Jersey, which is the hold- 


. ing company of the Great Western Power Company 


of California. There is nothing to criticise, per- 
haps, in the predominance of "power" interests in 
the Earl'ticket, but it is somewhat interesting to go 
a little farther, as some with an inquisitive turn 
have done. The State administration since the ac- 
cession of the present governor, has shown a leni- 
ency to power companies which, while probably not 
undeserved, has not been shown any other, class of 
corporations. Earl was early and closely allied with 
the Progressive movement, and cause and effect, 
may be figured either way. Three candidates on the 
ticket hold offices at the disposal of Gov. Johnson. 
.All those connected with power companies who have 
been nominated by the Earl.committee, with the pos- 
sible exception of Anderson, have supported the 
Governor in his several issues before 'the people. 
Anderson appears to be a late convert. The con- 
clusion isn't strained that the Earl movement is in 
the interest of Governor Johnson's candidacy for 
the Vice-Presidency, arid -that to its support has 
.been.brought, in .one; way- pr another, the influences 
that are allied and 'sympathetic in power enterprises. 
A Story of Frenzied Finance 
'•".The Treadwells developed the great Treadwell 
mine'on Douglas island, and sold it for enough to 
make them rich beyond the dreams of avarice. But 
they dropped their millions in the Tesla project—-a 
vast bed of lignite in the southwesterly part .of 


. :Alameda county—development of which had been- 
•-/variously attempted. But the Treadwells were sure 
. the lignite could be mined and marketed as a fuel for 
manufacturing purposes. A railroad was built in 
and very .expensive development of the mine was 
made; but there was no profitable demand, and the 
whole enterprise collapsed. Latterly the Treadwells 
got in with the California Safe Deposit crowd, which 
became notorious for its frenzied finance. 
One of 


the transactions came to notice not long ago in an 
unusual way. Before the grand cataclysm a clerk in 
the employ of the Treadwells was ordered or in- 


• duced to sign a document. It was explained that it 
was-only a matter of form, as such things are'gen- 
erally explained. The clerk did not pay much atten- 
tion, and if he had paid attention and understood 
perfectly and then refused, the chances are that he'- 
would have lost his job. But what was has conster- 
nation to find, some time later, that what he had 
signed was a note for §70,000, which had been 
indorsed and negotiated. The holder began suit 
against all concerned, which of course included the 
principal, though it was at once seen he could not 
pay a tithe of the obligation. The clerk's attorney 
represented that this was the only debt his client 
owed and that he wfluld go through bankruptcy un- 
less the creditor would agree to accept in full an 
amount equal to the cost of bankruptcy proceedings; 
which the creditor finally did, compromising a debt 
of §70,000 and accrued interest and costs for $125. 
This is believed to be the most reasonable compro- 
mise of a debt on record. 
The New City Hall 


Workmen are crawling all over the new city hall, 


putting on the finishing touches. Though the city 
officials have moved in, there is much to do before 
things are settled. The rotunda is an imposing inte- 
rior in carved granite. The corridors are vast and 
there is abundant room -for the main offices. The 
courtrooms are away at the top of the building. The 
rotunda just pushes its apex into the top story. 
There are thirteen departments here, the other three 
being at the hall of justice. The criticisms are that 
from none of the courtrooms can a street view or any 
vista be obtained. Some of the courts have but one 
window, though they are otherwise lighted from a 
skylight. The windows are so high that, as one' 


• judge observed, if one wanted to see out he would, 
have to climb up with a ladder. There is a curious 
sense of being walled in. The pleasantest courtrooms 
are those opening on an interior court. The ceilings 
are so low that one has the sense, upon emerging 
from the elevator, of being in the attic. The main 
complaint of the judges is that their chambers, ex- 
cept in one or two instances, do not adjoin their 
courtrooms, but are located at considerable distances. 
The acoustics are universally bad. But of course 
acoustics are not matters that can be calculated with 
mathematical precision. There is a general sense 
that the building was designed as to its top story 
with reference to the roof architecture, and not with 
any reference to the use to which it is devoted. 


' Every window looks up and out on a stone balus- 
. trade where it is not barricaded otherwise by angles 


of the building or ornamentation. The judges have 
had several set-tos with the supervisors regarding 
their quarters. One was as to a separate telephone 
exchange. The judges won out after much tribula- 
tion. Another was the chairs and furniture. The 
board had an economical streak and decreed that the 
old chairs and desks and tables would have to do. 
' But when these were placed in the new building 
they gave the rooms such a shabby look that it was 
not long before the board consented to put in uni- 
form opera chairs and other suitable furniture.^ 
How Enterprises Have Decreased 


It has been claimed that the drastic laws affect- 


ing enterprises and regulating industries in Califor- 
nia that have found their way upon the statute 
books during-the last four years have had the effect 
to discourage new projects, hamper those estab- 
lished or in a way to become .established,' and 
have served to warn off many who were look- 
ing for openings and opportunities to embark in 
new ventures or to establish branches of business 
already in existence elsewhere. This has met with 
strenuous denial from those responsible for such leg- 
islation, but statistics are now at hand which are at 
least informing. The number of enterprises which 
have been inaugurated during the last four years 
has been collated. In 1912 there were 4292; in 1913. 
there were 3871, a falling off of 421; in 1914 there 
were 3491, a falling off of 380, and in 1915 there 
were 2342, which were 1149 less than the year be- 
fore, and 1940 less than were shown for the first 
year of the four. This is at least some evidence of 
how the uplift is working in California. 
Nut for Federal Brigade to CracK 


Republicans here arc wondering what effect the 


tally of the vote on,the McLemore resolution will 
have on. administration Democrats as to Kent. 
Though neither political fish, flesh nor fowl, Demo- 
cratic members of the federal brigade have been his 
main support. Four of them own newspapers, all of 
which, in season and out, have been fierce for Kent, 
The vote on the McLemore resolution was on a mo- 
tion to table it. The motion was an administration 
move, and the President's forces brought every in- 
fluence to bear to carry it. The success of the resd-' 
lution would have amounted to a vote of want of con- 
fidence in the administration. 
Kent voted against 


tabling it. That' is, he -arrayed himself squarely 
. against the.administration.'_.By the way, he is clas- 
sified as the only independent in the House, in which 
particular he flocks .with London, the only Socialist. 
Whether administration Democrats will retain their 
enthusiasm ~fdr 'a' representative who won't vote to 
sustain the administration is the contingency'whic'H 
the observant ones are wondering over. 
The Exposition. Library 


• A rather unedifying matter has been aired in. con- 
nection with the exposition library. At the incep- 
tion of the great enterprise those having it in hand 
gathered all the books and publications on archi- 
tecture that could by any possibility aid in the work 
of designing the famous buildings. There was thus 
assembled a library of a character seldom got 
together before. Some $3500 were expended in 
gathering the books. It was understood, at least 
by architects, that' the library was to .be presented 
.to the Architects' Club after serving its purpose. 
But the club went to sleep, and only awoke when it 
was published that the exposition authorities pro- 
posed to sell the books to the highest bidder. Indeed, 
it appears that some of them have already been sold. 
Such a collection would never fetch anywhere near 
the cost, and the chances are this library, if put upon 
the market, will not enrich the salvage fund very 
greatly. 
Squabble Over Custodian Goes On 


The Board of Supervisors have come to the con- 


clusion that the Auditorium is something of an ele- 
phant, and decided to abolish the position of cus- 
todian, with its salary of $300 a month. That is to 
say, they have made motions to that effect, but ap- 
pearances are quite something else. There is a dis- 
pute about the appointment of a custodian—-whether 
the Board of Supervisors or the Board of Works has 
the right to appoint that functionary. The man who 
has held the job two months, but who is unable to 
draw a salary, is Louis Levy, appointee of the Board 
of Works. City Attorney Long has rendered.an 
opinion to the effect that it is a close question 
whether the Auditorium is a utility or not. If it 
shall be legally classed as a utility, the Board of Su- 
pervisors will have full charge. The mayor is in 
favor of the Board of Works' nominee, which has 
brought Matt Sullivan into the controversy, and the 
matter is to be tested in the courts. 
It is openly 


charged, and not very strongly denied, that tho 
move to abolish the job is simply a ruse to get the 
incumbent out, when somebody in favor with the 
Board of Supervisors will be appointed, perhaps un- 
der some other title. But a custodian by any other 
name, provided the salary goes on, would be just as 
desirable "patronage." 
Humors of Ocean Shore 


The humors of the Ocean Shore "deal" that has 


not been dealt have not got into print, but they are 
affording those who are "next" a good bit of fun. 
When the story broke of how George H. Mastick, 
as the representative of unknown parties, had of- 
fered $47.50 per share for stock that had been 
quoted at $1.50, the afterdeck squad, at whose ses- 
sions Mastick is generally present, but from this 
particular one was absent, held an indignation meet- 
ing and resolved as to what they would do to him for 
not giving them a hunch. "Joe" Durney acquainted 
him by 'phone of the disapprobation expressed and 
volunteered the observatftm that he did not know 
how it could ever be squared. But when Mastick's 
clients failed to make the qption good the "squad" 
took another tack. They put it up that they were to 


call him up, one by one, and express their derisioR 
over the fact that he was a quitter—failed to make 
good on the proposition. There was one call and 
then the plot was suspected, Mastick's telephone an- 
nunciator was muffled and the rest of the gang never 
got a word in. Mastick simulated surprise the next' 
morning when inquiries began as to his 'phone, and 
observations as to why he did not have it put in 
order were made. But his greatest triumph has 
come in the sense of relief expressed by his former 
censors that he did not give them the tip as to the 
Ocean Shore stock. Had he done so there would 
have been a market, and all who could have got hold 
of any of the stock would have loaded up, probably 
at any price short of $47.50. They would now have 
the stock on hand, for. on the failure of the option 
the price has dropped back to a nominal figure. It 
is quoted at $5. bid and $10 asked, but there appears 
to be no transactions in it. 
The Original of a Character 


It is understood among habitues of tho courts that 


Judge Cabaniss is the original of "Mutt." In tho 
good old days when the ponies were permitted by 
law to run around the circle, Judge "Cab.," as. he la 
familiarly and affectionately called,- felt $he lure in 
such a palpable way that all his acquaintances were 
"on." 
Along near the noon hour he would pull out 


his watch, look at it and begin to hurry the proceed- 
ings; and it was not at all unusual for him to cut 
short a long-winded exposition of some law point, 
and grabbing his hat, give a good .imitation of the 
mythical character in hie familiar stunt of hurriedly 


. leaving the scene: His friends all knew that he was 
heading direct for Emeryville to participate in what 


. was going on there. Judge "Cab." does not disdain 


any hazard that is possible. His lunch has a greater 
zest when.he meets up with a friend who is willing 
to take a chance to see which shall pay for both. 
This characteristic rather adds to the popularity of 
the judge. He is one'of the most popular of the 
judges on the superior bench in San Francisco. He 
frequently gives evidence in his decisions of that 
.fellow feeling that is contradistinguished from the 
trait that always holds remorselessly to the letter of 
the law. 
Question of Reciprocity 


One of the most thoroughly alive real estate men 


here is A. M. Rosenstirn. •-He is not only ubiquitous, 
but persuasive alike to the. party .who.has some 
thought.of investing and the other party, who'is uri- 


. decided about selling. Dr. Rosenstirn, his father, is 


one of the most successful physicians of .the city. 
The other day a man was--conversing with another 
in the Palace Hotel lobby when the younger Rosen- 
stirn was descried up the corridor. 
"Do you -know 


who that is ?" asked the first gentleman of tho 
other. "Sure; Rosenstirn," was the reply. "They say. 
he is the shrewdest real estate man in San Francisco; 
that all the Jewish people employ him in their 


' real estate dealings." "Well, why shouldn't they? 
His father brought about all of them, into the 
world! 'Reciprocity, you -know." 
New Weapon of Destruction 
. That Napoleon of Finance,-Eugene de Sabla, has 
started out on a new road to .riches. Having blown 
up entirely in: those other ambitious development 
projects, that he undertook with such a flourish, he 
has turned his attention -to enterprises that are pop- 
ularly designated as "war babies." Of course, it is 
understood that war babies are enterprises involv- 
ing war supplies, and returning enormous profits. 
De Sabla's enterprise is a new gun that will kill more 
freely than any that has heretofore been employed 
in the highly civilized work of destroying human be- 
ings. It..propels its missiles by centrifugal force, 
instead of powder or its -equivalents, throwing 
chilled steel discs a mile. The discs will slice up the 
enemy when they arrive, being.turned loose in show- 
ers. . De Sabla is credited with having-invented the. 
weapon, but the probability is that he" is only the 
promoter. He is not of'the quiet temperament to solve 
problems in the plodding way .that inventors must 
follow. Promotion would be his natural place in any 
enterprise.' The further statement that he' expects 
to sign up contracts that call for the cash payment 
of eighty millions sounds particularly de Sablaesque. 
The Standard Oil Melon 


It appears that the $25,000,000 California Standard 


Oil melon—or the $24,843,300 melon, to be exact— 
was one of long time growth. It represented accum- 
ulations of nineteen years. And after that was cut, 
there still remained a surplus of some $19,000,000. 
These are interesting facts, but .perhaps not entirely 
satisfying to the great army of motorists and others 
who use gasoline, and have seen the price shoot up 
more than 50 per cent in the past year. Neither is 
this contingent mollified by the undoubted fact that 
Standard Oil profits do not all.or mostly come from 
gasoline. That is only one of many products of 
petroleum, and by no means the most considerable 
one of California petroleum, because of the small 
percentage to be obtained from the crude oil pro- 
duced in this State. However, there you are. Gasp- 
line advances more than 50 per1 cent and coincident- 
ally the Standard Oil Company of California de- 
clares a twenty-five-million-dollar dividend. 
Lively St. Patrick's Celebration 


St. Patrick's Day bids fair to bo celebrated in San 


Francisco with greater pomp than has been known 
for years. It i« estimated that at least 20,000 per-. 
sons will be in the parade. Every Sunday afternoon 
there is a meeting to discuss-plans. The chairman of 
the exercises committee has announced that "the 
greatest galaxy" of Irish singers will participate. A 
committee which includes Supervisors Walsh, Power 
and Hynes will endeavor to arrange for the flying 
of the Irish flag from the city hall, auditorium and 
other public buildings, and it has been announced, 
though not officially, that, municipal .employes of 


Irish birth or parentage, and school children of Irish 
parentage will be given holidays so they may par- 
ticipate. If the activities of the several committees 
are an indication, there is to be a stirring time on 
the 17th. 
War Horses Were SidetracRed 


Some critics of the regular Republican movement 


were disarmed when the list of delegates appeared 
with none of the war horses on it. The cry that it 
was "the same old gang" could not be raised. And 
it was not easy'nor perhaps strictly just that all 
those who had. done duty in the ranks and stood 
valiantly by when the desertions occurred four 
years ago should be turned down just to avoid-a cry. 
But the committee von nominations decided at the 
outset of their deliberations that no ground should 
be given for a charge that the "old gang" was run- 
ning things. John D. Spreckels wanted to go; like- 
wise Samuel Shortridge. Both had been steadfast 
and loyal and were representative. Frank Miller of 
Riverside nominated Spreckels, and explained that 
the people of San Diego and the south generally 
wanted him' to represent them. "Sam" Shortridgo 
has been malting Republican speeches in California 
for a quarter of century at least. Frank Short, the 
dynamic orator from the raisin belt, was willing to 
become a delegate, but they were all given the over- 
look while the committee admitted the appropriate- 
ness of their claims. It is illustrative of the fine 
spirit that prevailed that they all took the situation 
in good part. Chairman Fredericks declared that 
members of the committee were put in the most.un- 
comfortable position of voting against personal and 
political friends, who were representative and had 
every right to recognition, in order to preserve the 
policy agreed upon at! the outset. A delegate sug-'. 
gested that nominees might be assessed $1000 each. 
The motion or suggestion did not prevail, but. as ' 
soon as it was made Helen K. Williams, Republican 
nominee for lieutenant-governor two years ago, ac- 
cording to the story told by one of her close friends, 
worked long distance to Los Angeles, calling up Gen- 
eral Otis. He was one of Miss Williams' strongest 
supporters in her campaign for lieutenant-governor. 
She acquainted him with the proposition, and add- 
ed that if it prevailed she would be shy the neces- 
sary amount. The General crossed the Rubicon 
again, so the story goes, with the admonition to 
stay with it, and-- if she were nominated the 
necessary fund would be' forthcoming. Miss Wil-.. 
"liams knew the committee; would report unfavor-•• 
ably, and was asked whether, with such knowledge, 
she still wanted .. her. name to be considered. 
She replied in the affirmative, and was "rather 
put out that she was not favorably considered. Howr • 
ever, on being good-naturedly rallied, she put a bet- 
ter face on the matter and expressed herself to the 
effect that, the ticket was a strong one and ;would 
undoubtedly succeed. 
Exposition Conventions 


The director of congresses of the late .exposition . 


has made a report that is rather interesting, though . 
.not. to be accepted in the fullness of .its statements 
and'deductions. For instance, it is put down that 
the-amount of money expended in San Francisco 
through convention attendance was thirty millions 
of dollars—which appears to mean that that much 
money was spent here-solely on account of the con- 
ventions. As a. matter of fact, the congresses,were 
incidental and not the main thing in connection with 
the exposition. It is interesting, however, to read 
that 928 conventions were held, which was double 
the number held during the St. Louis exposition; 
that the International Congress of Education was at- 
tended by delegates from thirty-one foreign 'coun- 
tries, and the International Press Congress by dele- 
gates from twenty-nine foreign countries; that as 
many as forty conventions were held in a single day; 
and that the superintendent devoted four years to - 
working out the convention program,!which involved • 
the sending of 725,000 letters. 
. ; 


Beet Sugar Looks Up 


The beet sugar industry slumped last year, doubt- " 


less from the prospect of free sugar as provided by 
the Democratic tariff; but it had been in a bad way 
for several years. "Now, however, it is looking up in 
the briskest manner ever known. According to a 
member of a big firm in a position to know, more 
beets will be planted'this year in California than 
ever before in a single year. The only drawback will 
be the seed. That-has generally come from Germany, 
and of course the embargo is upon all importation's 
from that country. The marked revival of the beet 
sugar industry is due largely to the certain repeal 
of the free sugar clause, which means 'the .reversal 
of the Democratic policy and assures stability to the 
industry; but also to the elimination of exports from 
German countries, the curtailment of British pro- 
duction for the general market, and the dependence 
of other countries on the United States, which, are 
otherwise supplied in normal times. Thus a Califor- 
nian industry which has languished will spring into 
unwonted activity. 
Old Salts Doubt the Story 


Some nautical men were discussing the reported 


feat of the German cruiser Moewe, in ravaging the 
seas, capturing many vessels, loading herself down 
with loot and bullion and then slipping through the 
British blockade and reaching a German port. A 
world laugh has been raised against the most famous 
naval power in consequence. American cartoonists 
have pictured the episode in ail sorts of funny ways. 
It appears that no question has been raised as to the 
authenticity of the story; but these nautical men of 
.San Francisco doubt it yei-y decidedly. They think 
it too remarkable and circumstantial. As one of 
them put it, "It is too fishy." 
A census was 


quietly taken of the group that engaged in the dis- 
cussion and which rendered the almost unanimous 
decision that the report was fishy.

RURAL CREDIT LEGISLATION. 


It has been freely predicted that the private 


banking interests of the country would severely 
criticise, if not openly oppose, the enactment of 
any of the numerous rural credit bills introduced 
in Congress during the present session of Con- 
gress. Such opposition, however, will not prove 
powerful enough to defeat a measure satisfac- 
;ory in every respect except from the viewpoint 
of the bankers. Co-operation in marketing :of 
products and better facilities for obtaining credit 
'or the development of agricultural lands is an 
mportant issue in all political parties and the 
danger is that the real necessities of the situa- 
;ion will be overstepped..

as-ttie supply of some of the'crudes pro- 
ducing a large proportion of gasoline are 
failing, notably the Gushing pool of Okla- 
homa, which declined from 300,000 bar- 
rels :in April, 1915, to less fhan one-third 
of the quantity In January last.
